The Continental Hotel at Fargo, Dakota, 
Destroyed. 

Farco, Dakotah, November 17.—The Con- 
nental hotel was entirely destroyed by fire at 
8 o’clock this morning. All of the guests and 
inmates escaped in safety, but most of their 
eflects were destroyed. The Joss is about 475,- 
O00; the insurance =40,000, 

The Goldsboro Fire. 

Gotpsnoro, N. C., November 17.—-The fol- 
lowing are later particulars of the fire here 
yesterday: At 2:30 p.m. yesterday, a destruc- 
tive fire broke out in the cotton yard in this 
city. Owing to the almost entire absence of 
water, due to the prolonged drouth, the fire- 
men were not able to use their apparatus, and 
aided by the west wind the fire spread rapidly. 
After destroying 300 bales of cotton, Denmark’s 
flouring mills and Kornegay’s iron works, it 
swept away three blocks of the finest business 
houses in town. In all twenty-seven buildings 
were destroyed, causing a loss of about $300, 
(00. The insurance is estimated at $200,000. 
But for a change in the wind the entire town 
would probably have been destroyed. 
The houses in parts of the 
place eaught fire, the woods in the 
Vicinily were ignited, and masses of leaves in 
the streets rapidly spread the flames, so that 
half the population had to fight fire to save 
their homes. Twenty-four of the buildings de- 
stroyed were of brick, and two to three stories 
high. The losses are as follows: Jones & Pel- 
veston, $25,000: J. F..

REDUCING WAGES. 


Three Successive Cuts, Which Amount to 
Forty Per Cent. 

Fatt River, Mass., November 17.—The Old 
Colony and Mount Hope companies, of Som- 
érset, have posted notices of a reduction of ten 
per cent in the present wages of all their em- 
ployes, the reduction to go into effect Decem- 
ber 1. This is saidby the employes to be the 
third reduction made by the works in two 
years, the first time being fifteen per cent 
each, and that when the new prices become 
operative it will be a reduction of forty per 
cent less for their work than is marked on the 
eard prices. The manufacturers say that the 
overstocked market, caused by the middle 
and western districts, has forced them either 
io shut down or make the redaction, and they 
chose the latter course in order to keep their 
(mployes at work. The Old Colony mill at 
fcmerset is a branch of the Old Colony com 
pany at Taunton, which is one of the largest 
concerps in the eastern district. The nailors 
will now get about $2.25 per day, the helpers

THE BANK CLOSED. 


Excitement in Portsmouth Over a Finan- 
| cial Break. 

PortsmourH, November 17.—It was learned 
with considerable surprise this morning that 
the bank commissioners had obtained an in- 
junction from the supreme court restraining 
the Portsmouth Trust and Guarantee com- 
pany, of this city, from the further continu- 
ence of business. The institution: was incor- 
porated in 1871, with a capital of $100,000 
and a guarantee fund of the same amount 
for the protection of depositors, The 
directors publish a statement that the general 
depositors will, with a little necessary delay, 
receive the full: amount due them. Impair- 
ment of the guarantee fund is stated by the 
bank commissioners to be'74 perjcent. This 
represents the total loss ofthe company, which 
is $74,060, Judge Clark has appointed Charles 
H. Rollins, former treasurer of the institution, 
assignee.

FRANCHISE BILL.

Mr: Gladstone Announces the Policy of the Govern- 
mént—His Reference to General Gordon— Cre 
Egy plan Debt— Che Course of Bvents in 
China—O:her Pore:gn Notes, Ete. 


Lonpvox, November 17.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon Mr. Gladstone made 
a speech with reference to the franchise bill 
in which he said: “The government desires 
to pass the franchise bill without delay. They 
cannot enter info any understanding with the 
Opposition until they receive an adequate 
assurance that the bill will be. passed this 
autumn. In that case the government is 
ready to make the main provisions on the 
draft of their redistribution blll the subject of 
friendly communication, or they stand ready 
to introduce the bill into the house of com- 
mons forthwith and prosecute it with all pos- 
sible speed. They will make 
it the vital question with the government to 
sce‘that the bill be carried early next year.” 

Referring to the recent letter of General 
Gordon to General Wolseley, the marquis of 
Ifartington, secretary ef state for war, said all 
that was important in the letter had been 
published. He expressed the hope that the 
newspapers would exercise discretion in 
printing pews from the Soudan, so as not to 
make public information useful to the ma- 
had. | 

ion. Hugh Childers, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, proposed that the financial deicit of 
this year, amounting to 2,000,000 pounds, 
should be met by adding a penny in the 
ppun@ to the income tax. The proposal was 
adopted, and the house then adjourned until 
Wednesday. 

Sir Charles Dilke, president of the local gov- 
ernment board, denied the reports that there 
was chclera in England. 

In the house of lords, this evening, Earl 
Granville, secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
in reply to a question by the marquis of Salis- 
bury, said the government intended that the 
passage of the franchise bill must precede the 
passage of the redistribution bill. 


The Congo Conference, 

Bertix, November 17.—Bismarck, in his 
speech at the opening of the Congo conference 
on Saturday, alluded in general terms that the 
bigh beneficient and profitable work which 
the conference had before it had for its object 
the solution of three important questions: 
First, free navigation, with the freedom of 
trade on the Congo river. Secondly, free nav- 
igation of the Niger river. Thirdly, the form- 
ulities of the validity of the territory to be ob- 
served in the future on the continent of 
Africa. This constituted the positive aim of 
the conference. Negatively the conference 
would yet concern. itself with the present 
questions of sovereignty. The chancellor, in 
conclusion, said he hoped that the labors of 
the conference would result in the further in- 
crease of peace and good will among nations. 

Sir Edward Malat, British commissioner, in 
reply tothe opening os repeated the sen- 
timents expressed by Bismarck, aud accepted 
the three points proposed as the basis of dis- 
cussien,with the following reservation: ‘Eng- 
land,” he said ‘‘was willing to see the princi- 
ples of free navigation and the like extended 
to the Niger, bnt nevertheless she expected 
ibat surveillance over the exercise of those 
principles should not be made the business of 
an international bedy. That was the duty 
and privilage of England, as she was the 
chief if not the. sole proposed power of the 
lower Niger. 
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The Course of Events in China. 

Loxpox, November 17.—The most recent 
Chibese advices state that the reported cap- 
ture of Temsui by the French is untrue. 

Admiral Courbet is awaiting tho arrival of 
reinforcements. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the Times 
says the Chinese government has arranged for 
English and American vessels to run the 
l'rench blockade of Island of Farmosa. 

Thirteen Germans, who have been engaged 
as otlicers for the Chinese army, have arrived 
at Tien Tsin. Forty-two more are expected. 

Thirty thousand Chinese soldiers crossed 
Yangste river, going southward, near Pay 
Aug, during the month of October. All the 
boats in that neighborhood are impressed into 
the service of the authorities for use in con- 
veying troops across the stream. 

The Chinese have left the canal only 250 
feet wide over Woodsung bar. The greatest 
care is required by vessels wishing to enter the 
river and come up to Shanghai. 

The Abolition of Life Senatorship. 

Panis, November 17.—The committee of 
the chamber of deputies has decided in favor 
ot the abolition ot hfe senatorships by extine- 
tion. 

M. Heroy read to-day tothe chamber of 
deputies the report of the Tonquin committee 
favoring the sending of reinforcements to the 
French army in Tonquin. 

The municipal council of the city has pass- 
ed a resolution temporarily renewing the tax 
on bread. 


The Cholera Epidemic. 

Paris, November 17.—There was a heavy 
frost again last night, and reports concerning 
the cholera epidemic are growing more favor- 
able. 

There were 44 deaths from cholera in Paris 
yesterday. Inthe 12 bours ending at noon 
to-day, only 4 deaths occurred in the hospitals 
and none outside, 

From midnight of Sunday’to 6 o’clock this 
evening, there have been seven deaths from 
cholera in the city and thirteen deaths in the 
hospitals, 


The Cholera Scourge of 1866. 

New York, November 17.—At a meeting of 
the County medical society te-night Dr. 
Charles A. Teale read a paper on the cholera 
scourge of 1866. His arguments went to show 
that cleanliness, fumigation and proper sani- 
tary precautions were in nearly every instance 
the means of checking the spread of that dis- 
ease. 


A Choiera-Infected Ship. 

Rio De Janzerio, November 17.—Thesteamer 
Mattio Bruzzo, which left Montiyideo with 
cases of cholera on board, has arrived here. 
The authorities refuse to receive the steamer 
on account of its sanitary eondition. It is 
stated that during the voyage from Monti- 
video to Bgazil ten persons died from cholera. 


Aetion of the Bundesrath, 


Bertix, November 17.—The bundesrath has 
rejected a resolution adopted by the last 
reicbstag abrogating the law which permits 
the government to intern or expel priests en- 
geged in the unlawful exercise of ecclesiastical 
funetions. The bundesrath, however, has 
approved the steamship subsidy bill and a 
résolution adopted by the reichstag providing 
that only master workmen. whg are mem)ers 
of guilds shall be allowed to have apprentices. 

Chinese Honors to Gordon. 

Castox, November 17.—U pon the report be- 
ing published here that General Gordon had 
been killed near Khartoum, the Chinese 
ecuadron hoisted their fiegs at half mast and 
fired minute guns. The garrisan also parad- 
ed and fired a funeral volley in honor of his 
memory.

Doxeora, Nowember 17.—Another lettor has 
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The Result of the German Electioas. 

Brniix, November 17.—-The m+mbers of the 
various ner elected to the reichstag in the 
recent elections this year are as follows: Con- 
servatives 72, a gain of 26; reconservatives 29, 
a gain of 5; national liberals 54, a gain of 9; 
German liberals 68, a loss of 32: south German 
democrats 7, a loss of 2; social dem. 24, a gain 
of 11 {Poles 16, a loss of 2; Danes, one, a loss 
of one; Guelphs 8, unchanged; Alsatians 15, 
uncbanged. The principal results of the elec- 
tions ere, therefore, heavy losses to the Ger- 
man liberal party and a great increase of the 


social democrats. Otherwise the general 
composition of the reichstag is nearly 
unchanged. The clericals center 


therefore, will again be able to decide either 
way with 139 votes, when reinforeed by the 
Guelphs, Poles aud Alsatians. Both the coa- 
servative parties, with the centre, muster 240 
out of a total of 397, while the centre, with the 
opposition liberals and democrats, commands 
& majority of 238. Apart from these comi- 
nations the new reichstag contains a strong 


protectionist majority. 


John Bright on Free Trade. 

Loxpox, November lm —John Bright, in™a 
lengthy letter favoring free trade, argues that 
since its adoption by England, the price of 
food and the hours of labor have diminished, 
while wages have beendoubled. He saysthat 
although trade in Engiand is momeatarily de- 
pressed, the depression is far greater in pro- 
tection countries like Russia, France and 
America. He concludes by saying that the 
recent overthrow of the party of protection 
and monopolies in America may prove to bea 
great blessing,and when England and America 
have embraced the policy of free industry, the 
whole fabric of mgnopoly throughout the 
world will come to itf¥do wnfall, 

A Fenian Suspect Serenaded, 

Cork, November 17.—PDPatrick N. Fitzgerald, 
fenian suspect, whe was acquitted at Dublin 
on the 10th instant, of complicity in the Tub- 
bercurry cases, arrived here te-night. His 
arrival was made the occasion of a great 
ovation. An immense concourse of people 
greeted him. The horses were unharnessed 
from the carriage and it was drawn through 
the streets by admiring friends, who formed 
atorchlight procession and with bands of 
music mane’ him to his hotel. 

A RussianjExpelled. 

GENEVA, Switzerland, November 17.—The 
federal council has decided the expulsion of 
Warofiski, the Russian, who is accused of 
inciting the population of Basle to revolt.

Brigandage in Egypt. 

ALEXANDRIA, November 17.—Brigandage 
is increasing. A band of forty-five brigands 
recently attacked a farm near Mattai, killing 
the proprietor and wounding four servants.
